- Juſt asif 
a maſly piece of Lead; when melted and fgrm'd 
into Bullets, was; in, a- nearer..capacity- to; think, 
meditate, debate, and act like a Soul. But 1 
appeal to the common ſenſe of Mankind , whe- 
ther: that Philoſopher has a' right to call any Le- 
gendary.

Surely they ought to doubt of nothing ,, who 
can be perſwaded that ſmall Bodies round, or. of 
any other ſhape, ſhould by-juſtling and moving 
one againſt another, be endued with Reaſon and 
Wiſdom, and a Talent to diſpute concerning the 
Nature of their own Beings; to raiſe Queſtions, 
whether they are.
